the company ’s lia bilities at 
$24.000, and the assets at $8000. 
After having their attention direct­ 
ed to the matter, the board of direc­ 
tors, it is said, called on Gates Sex ­ 
ton, the secretary of the company , and 
held a conference with him in reg ard 
to the finding s. 
Mr. Sex ton, reported 
that every thing was in g ood shape as 
far as he knew, bnt that if any of the 
money 
had 
been 
misappropriated 
throug h any fa ult of his he was per­ 
fectly w illing to make g ood the loss. 
This statement by Mr. Sex ton re- 
assnred the directors, hot they have 
decided to continue the investig ation 
and 
w ill take 
no 
action 
toward 
straig htening out the affairs until the 
investig ation is completed.

has not y et 
finished auditing 
the 
books. 
It seems that the manag ement of the 
Equitable has been rather lax , and it 
is reported that the affairs of the com 
pany has been allowed to drift along 
without the proper effort being made 
to investig ate the condition of the 
company ’s standing .

however, that the affairs of the com­ 
pany w ill be straig htened out in time 
and thing s w ill be properly adjusted.

St. Petersburg . Feb. it.—St. Peters­ 
burg is ag ain face to fa ce with a re­ 
newal of the labor upheaval, the Im­ 
mediate incitement being the failure 
of the workmen to secure pay ment for 
the time they were out on strike, ad­ 
ded to the fact that there has been no 
adjustment of the demands which led 
to the strike last month. The Putiloff 
Iron works, where the former strike 
orig inated, is play ing the principal 
role. 
There are ¿ >0.000 workmen al­ 
ready out within the metropolis, and 
the workmen at the torpedo factory 
In 
Kolpino. eig hteen 
miles distant, 
have also joined the strikers. 
There 
is a strong prospect of the movement 
extending . 
Only energ etic 
measures by the 
troops and police prevented the re­ 
sumption of the former tactics of the 
strikers, marching from factory to fac­ 
tory and inducing or oomiwdling em­ 
ploy es to lay down their tools. 
Thus 
far there has been no disorder in St. 
Petersburg , and the authorities ap­ 
pear to have the situation well in hand 
In this respect, and it is g enerally be­ 
lieved 
that 
such 
precautions 
have 
been taken as will preclude the repe­ 
tition of the scene of bloodshed of 
Jan. 22. 
However circumstantial re­ 
ports that the revolutionary element 
is about to Join with the strikers and 
resort to bomb throw ing , are causing 
g rave apprehensions.

Nicholson bill was adopted a decade 
ago. 
It cam e alm ost directly as the 
result of a popular wave in favor of 
stric te r regulations for issuing retail 
license. 
The bill as originally intro­ 
duced in the seriate by Senator Moore 
of G reencastle and in the house by 
R epresentative Gulrl 
of 
Clay 
City, 
was even m ore drastic, providing that 
a rem onstrance against one applicant 
should stand against all for a period 
of two years in the sam e ward or 
tow nship. 
The party leaders would 
have killed the bill if possible on the 
plea of ‘standing p at” by the Nichol­ 
son law 
Failing in that direction 
they sought the com prom ise which 
was adopted. 
The law will now pro­ 
vide that a rem onstrance may be filed 
against any or all applicants. 
The 
tem perance forces will probably re­ 
new their crusade with more vigor 
than ever, as they are confident they 
can wipe out hundreds of saloons with 
the new form of rem onstrance.

Apropos of the opposition to the su­ 
pervision of private hanks, it is re­ 
ported th at G overnor Hanlv will veto 
all the bills introduced for the pur

01 the northern In­ 
diana counties. 
Bills for relief aggre­
